The impression is gaining ground among the impartial and intelligent public of this com- 
munity that there must have been a great deal of wrong-doing at the recent city election, be- 
cause already strong proofs of fraud have beén advanced, and suspicions have been aroused 
that warrants citizens, no matter what their political affiliations or personal friendships may 
be, in demanding that the whole story shall be told—the full extent of the corruption revealed 
—and the responsibility fixed where it belongs. 

While this impression is spreading and the voice of the people grows louder and more 
and more imperative in its demand for an investigation, the evidences of fraud continue to ac- 
cumulate and their character and extent are daily revealing themselves so strongly and 90 
persistently that indifference even on the part of the guilty—for somebody must be responsible 
for the crimes against the people committed last April—would seem to have become almost an 


It is probable that the culprits hope for and expect protection from the courts. It is prob - 
able that they laugh in their sleeves at the effort which Mr. Ewing and his counsel are making 
to have the contest adjudicated upon, and that they ask: 
and petitioning, you can’t get at the ballot-boxes?’’ It is probable that they consider them- 
selves safe, and the polluted ballot-boxes sacred from the searching eye of justice. And itis 
more than probable that they will realize their hopes and expectations in the direction of 


What is the use of all this praying 


But the imputations will stand; the charges of fraud, already pretty strongly propped up 
by proof in the public mind, will remain to smirch the party and the administration.

This is part of the poll - book used on election 
day in Precinct No. 2, First Ward. 

The history of the election is contained in 
264 just such books, one for each poll or voting 
place in the city, 

There is no other detailed record of the day’s 

work made up or kept at any election—no 
other complete history of the event than that 
kept in the poll-books. 
Each book is plainly and * 
marked with the number of the precinct at 
which it was used and the number of the ward 
in which the precinct was located. 

Pasted on the second page of the cover isa 
document which designates the day, date, ob- 
ject and extent of the election wherein the 
book was used, and which embraces the oath 
taken by the judges and clerks, with other 
officials, who directed the election in that pre- 
cinct. 

Onthe next page begins the list of names 
and addresses of voters registered from that 
precinct; the names are printed in alphabetic 
order in the tabular manner indicated apove, 
only each page of the book is double the width 

of this table and there are two rows of names 
on each page. 

The first name in the book is numbered 1. 
the second is numbered 2, the third is ‘num- 
bered 8, and so on in their order of print- 
ing, and these ls, 2s, 8s, etc., are known as 
registration numbers. 

When the poll opens in the morning the 
poll-book contains no other writing or print- 
ing than the names, address and registration 
numbers, with perhaps the places of nativity

familiar, to indicate the ballot-box explana- 
tion that goes with that statement of fact. 

The Supreme Court Judges did not seem to 
be able to distinguish a poll-book from a pole- 
cat in daylight or to understand just how im- 
portant a poll-book was in an election, until 
one was shown to them and explained; then 
they decided that Contestant Ewing had a 
right to the books which Recorder Hoblitzélle 
was taying to withhold. 

Perhaps if somebody would kindly show 
them a ballot-box, and explain that ballot- 
boxes contain only the dross and debris of an 
election from which the valuable contents of 
the poll-books have been separated and se- 
lected, and thatthe litter and wreck of those 
boxes are merely the explanatory fragments 
of the contest and have no value one way or 
another beyond that value which the poll- 
books once gave them, that then the Supreme 
Court Judges would order the openiig of the 
boxes. 

In the contest which Mr. Ewing is waging 
against Mayor Francis the dispute is not re- 
garding the ballots, but the men who cast 
them. 

In every case of this kind it is the voter and 
not the vote that is under suspicion. 

Mr.. Ewing does not doubt that the count 
which gave Mr. Francis 20,861 votes and him- 
self 19,349 votes was correct, and he will tell 
anybody who asks him, to-day, that there are 
20,861 Francis. baliots in those boxes and only 
19,349 Ewing ballots. 

He knows that, and so does everybody else 


| who pretends to have sense enough to know

But Mr. Ewing has the poll-books which the 
Supreme Oourt gave him and which were used 
at the last election. 

He has the name and residence of every man 
who is represented as having voted on the 7th 
ot last April, and the record of each man’s 
vote stands ont so plainly that he can pick 
that vote out ofthe wreck and debris of the 
day’s history that fill the ballot-boxes. 

He has the story which the poll-books tell. 

And what is that story? 

Lhave given you in the tabulated extract 
presented at the opening of this article a part 
of one of the chapters of the story.

The names are copied from the poll-book of 
the Seventh Precinct; there is a vote in the box 
belonging to that precinct for every one of 
these names.

There wasn’t any fraud at all, said Mike, 
An' ye won't be able to prove as mooch 
crukedniss as ye moight pit into yer eye. 

What interest do you take in St. Louis pol - 
itics?’’ asked the gentleman to whom de 
spoke. Why, you vote im Jefferson City. 

‘*Yis, an’ I wote here, too, said the gallant 
Secretary. A State officer, ye know, doesn’t 
lose his citizenship ; besoides, I retain me risi- 
dence, as I havea room at 508 Washington av- 
enue.’’

Mr. McGrath can see his name marked 
‘*yoted’’ in the poll-book, if he has any 
further doubt about fraud in connection with 
the last election. 

Why not open the ballot-boxes and let Mr. 
McGrath see who benefited by this vicarious 
vote? 

How variegated and glorious is the story 
that the four poll-books which I have quoted 
from, tell! 

And just think there are 24 of those books, 
alladding more or less to the interest and at- 
tractiveness of the story—264 ofthem inelud- 
ing the chapters that treat of the stirring in- 
cidents that took place inthe Twelfth Ward 
where no registered names were allowed to es- 
cape. 

Think of the exciting scenes in Morrissey’s 
boarding house where voters should have had 
to sleep eight in a bed if they had any desire to 
comply with the election law. 

And then we think of that marvelous spec- 

tacle presented at the poll in precinct No. 2, 
where three corpses, one ot them three years | 
dead, appeared at the window together—for 
their order of voting was 53, 54 and 65, accord- 
ing to the poll-book—and extended reeking 
hands and ghastly ballote, which went into the 
boxes. 
If for no other reason than to let the living 
see whether the dead vote scratched or 
straight tickets in a St. Louis election, the. 
ballot-box of ‘Precinct No. 3 should be opened 
and ita contents inspected.

COSTLY REVENGE. 


HOW A DANGEROUS FIRE-BUG WAS TRAPPED 


INTO A CONFESSION AND ARRESTED. 


$500,000 Barn—The Culprit Run Dows. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTon. 

NW Tonk. February 17.—One of the land- 
marks of Berkshire County, Mass., was Mr. 
Henry Y. Leavitt’s big barn at Great Barring- 
ton. It extended five stories above the ground 
and two below. Under one roof were stable, 
carriage house, saw-mill, planning-mill and 
store-house for farm pgoduce. The barn cost 
$120,000 and was insured for $25,000. On the 
evening of July 7, 1885, it was destroyed by 
fire. Mr. Leavitt employed private detectives, 
but could not find the incendiaries. Mr. 
Leavitt formerly lived in New York where he 
made the acquaintance of Detective James R. 
Price, of the Twenty-ninth precinct. Last 
summer Mr. Leavitt asked Price to take up the 
dase, and when his vacation came early in 
September the officer went to Great Barring- 
ton. His theory was that a  discon- 
tented employe had burned the barn. 
Two men had recently left Mr. 
Leavitt’s farm. One was traced to 
New Canaan and a slight investigation showed 
that he was innocent. The other was Michael 
O’Connell, an under-gardener, who left two 
weeks before the fire occurred, because his 
wages were not raised. He got work as a 
laborer upon a new barn which was being 
built at Great Barrington for Mrs. Hopkins, 
the widow of the famous California million- 
aire. The lady’s house cost between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000 and the barn $500,000. Dr. Crane, 
Mrs. Hopkins’ superintendent, reproved 
O’Connell for some neglect of duty, and upon 
receiving an insolent reply struck the laborer 
with his cane. 

O’CONNELL TRIED TO SHOOT DR. CRANE 
and a warrant was issued for the man’s arrest. 
The officers found O'Connell barricaded in his 
house. He fired out of the windows and 
wounded one of them, and escaped by a rear 
door. Several times he stealthily returned to 
visit his family. All this Detective Price 
learned during his vacation, but he failed to 
get any trace of O Connell. Last December, 
through observations at the Great Barrington 
Post-office, Mr. Leavitt located O'Connell in 
Brooklyn, where his wife joined him. Ne- 
tective Price found that O’connell was work- 
ing as a laborer in South Brooklyn and lived 
in President street. Introducing himself as 
Mr. Patterson, Price explained to O'Connell 
that he was looking for avaluable dog which 
had been stolen. He said that a South 
Brooklyn man named O’Conner had it.

When it is demonstrated that five such 
well-known and prominont citizens as

When such men as those named find that 
they were personated and their votes cast 
for them by persons unknown, without 
vhallenge, at their own precinct voting 
places, but a step from the residences in 
which they have lived so long, the pre- 
sumption is that the arrangements for all 
kinds of fraudulent voting and for every 
practicable variety of election fraud must 
have been very complete, and must have 
been worked to their utmost capacity. 

Nothing more is needed to justify the 
mand fora judicial investigation of the 
contents of those sealed ballot-boxes. In 
the face of what is known the remarkable 
struggle to prevent such an investigation 
is an admission of what is charged. The 
difficulty of proving half the frauds that 
were committed, and the probability that 
frauds proved against one side will be 
largely offset by frauds proved against the 
other, render it improbable that a judi- 
cial investigation of the ballot- boxes can 
wipe out Mayor FRANCIs’ majority, and 
about the only result of such an investi- 
gation will probably be the bringing of 
some of the frauds to light an some of 
their perpetrators to justice. Who will 
dare to cover up such crimes against the 
majesty of the law and the sovereignty of 
the people? Who will dare protect such 
criminals? Men holding high and sacred 
public trusts, and commissioned, presum- 
ably by the choice of their fellow-citi- 
zens, to enforce the laws? Let this scan- 
dal take any shape but that. 

The question which ticket was elected is 
dwarfed to comparative insignificance by 
the graver question whether municipal 
elections in St. Louis have become and are 
toremain mere mockeries of the people’s 
will and travesties of popular election. It 
must come to that, if there is no tribunal 
with power to rectify the returns, to purge 
the lists of illegal or forged ballots, and to 
drag the scoundrels who resort to such 
things and the perjured officials who con- 
nive or wink at them to the bar of justice 
and make them feel the smart of the ex- 
posure and the penalty. 

In obedience to the Constitution, the 
Legislature undertook to put in the hands 
of our Circuit Courts a whip to hold these 
wretches in order. And when a Demo- 
cratic Judge held that the, intent of the 
statutes was too obvious, and the adjudi- 
cation provided for too important to be 
defeated by far-fetched quibbles, every 
good citizen rejoiced that such means had 
been provided for settling all disputes as 
to the true vote, for exposing the tools and 
methods of election fraud and for dis- 
couraging all future attempts in that 
direction. 

But when the Supreme Court held that 
the Legislature had, by a mere oversight 
in a matter of definition, unwittingly un- 
done in one place what it had done in an- 
other, and this queer decision excluding 
St. Louis municipal elections alone from 
the safeguards vouchsafed by law to all 
other elections in this State had been in- 
voked and procured by the very men who 
should have been the first to court and 
promote an investigation, the cry of fraud 
acquired a gravity and an air of truth 
which it had not before. 

There is but one thing now that oan set 
the contestees right before the public and 
satisfy the public mind on this subject, 
and that is an agreement that the ballot- 
boxes shall be examined in connection 
with the guo warranto proceedings, and 
that all persons connected with the 
official conduct of the election shall be 
put on the witness stand to tell all they 
know about it, hurt whom it may.

THE SOCIALISTS ON TRIAL. 

Lonpos, February 17.—The hearing in the 
case of the Socialist leaders, Hyndman, Burns 
Champion and Williams, who are charged 
with inciting riot, contempt of law, etc., in 
connection with the recent demonstrations in 
London, was begun in Bow Street Police Court 
this morning, the court-room being well filled 
with spectators, but not crowded. Mr. Pol- 
land, solicitor for the Treasury, in presenting 
the case for the Government quoted from 
speeches made by the defendants at the time 
of the riots. Several newspaper reporters 
were called as witmeases and gave testimony 
regarding the actions of the prisoners previ- 
ous to and during the disorders. 

STATEMENT OF THE PROSECUTION, 

Mr. Poland asked that all the prisoners be 
committed for trial. He said the prosecution 
had nothing ofa political nature in it, and 
urged that the men be § prosecuted 
for misdemeanor. This, he continued, 
consisted of the utterdmce by the 
different defendants of expressions 

and sentiments with the intent to provoke a 
preach ofthe peace. These utterances were 
made at the meetings held at Trafalgar 
Square and Hyde Park on Monday of last 
week. Burns, at the Trafalgar Square 
meeting, said to the assemblage: 
„Unless we get bread, they will get lead, 
and ‘‘The next time we will sack the bakers’ 
shops. It was Burns who suggested to the 
mob to march through the West End. When 
the mob arrived at Hyde Park Burns 
again addressed the rioters and said: 
“We have shown what stones can do. We will 
try powder and shot if they don’t accede, and 
there will be a revolution.“ Ohampion, in 
his speeches to the rioters on the same day, 
urged his hearers to influence the police 
and army to join the people. Williams 
in his address, urged the people to organize, 
saying he was unwilling to have starving men 
confront the soldiery unless the former were 
organized. Hyndman said: Let us show a 
firm front. If peaceable means fail I will be 
the first to summon you.’’ 

The case was adjourned for a week. The 
prisoners were allowed to give bail.
